’ Today, with forage crop seed. 
prices at unusually high levels, care. 

* in seeding grass and legume crop: 
is of the greatest importance. Mr. - 
J. E.° Birdsall, Supervisor, Croy 
Improvement Service, Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture, has recent- 
ly listed a -few important rules 

* which, if followed, will avoid failure 
in securing satisfactory stands of 
forage crops. These are as follows: 

Seed Quality. Use only high 

quality. “graded” seed of provec 
germination. The seed you sow 
should be pure as to variety and 
free from objectionable weed seeds: 
If at all possible purchase Registered 

.and Certified seed.» If seed of this 
quality is. not available use. good 
Graded No. 1 Commercial seed 
Don’t buy “ungraded” seed. 

Sail Conditions Important. Moist 

soil is essential. If the soil is dry do 
not sow your grass and legume 
seeds. According to Mr. Birdsall, at- 
tempting to reach moisture through 
“deep seeding” or “taking a chance 
on rain occurring within a few days” 
are good ways of wasting expensive 
forage crop seed. 


A very firm seed bed is absolutely _ 


essential for good germination of 
forage crop seeds, and no factor is 
more important than shallow seed- 
img. Legume and small grass 

should not be seeded more than one- 
half ‘inch deep and larger grass 
seeds, such as Brome, not more than

Locker Employees 


Employees of the frozen food 
locker plants will have an oppor- 
tunity of attending a two week 
short course at the University. of 
Alberta from June 12 to 24, 1950. 
This course is being offered jointly 
by the faculty of Agriculture at 
the University and the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture. There 
will’ be no fee attached to the 
course but registration will be lim- 
ited to Alberta residents with three 
months experience in a frozen food 
locker plant ,or those recommend- 
ed by an Alberta operator or per- 
mit holder.

The course of study will include 
lectures and laboratory periods 
dealing with the judging, slaugh. 
tering, . cutting and freezing of 
farm livestock, poultry and wild 
game; the preparation and freez- 
ing of fruit and vegetables; pack- 
aging and wrapping; refrigeration: 
ice cream making (for those inter- 
ested); sanitation, public health 
and veterinary problems and con- 
trol. 


Those wishing to apply should 
forward their application to the 
University of Alberta, Dept. of 
Dairying, not later than May 31.

By Train At Railway Crossing 
Second Fatality in Less 


-Than Eighteen 


Steve Rutar, 40 year old farmer, 
seven miles west of Viking, on 
Highway No. 14, was instantly 
killed when his car was hit by a 
trans-continenta] train No. 4, east- 
bound to Toronto, Saturday, May 
20, just before midnight. The ac- 
cident occurred at the private 
crossing just east of the CNR’sta- 


{ tion. The car was entirely demol- 


ished. 


Mr. Rutar was the lone occu. 
‘pant of the car and was on his 
way home. He is survived by his 
widow and three children who 
reside in Edmonton.

year are becoming’ aware of the 
value of the best seed. 

Seeding will be a few days late 
this year but considering the 
speed at which land is now seeded ,; 
with modern machinery this is not 
of great consequence. 

Alberta and Saskatchewan, how- 
ever, suffer from a serious handi- 
cap. The subsoil reserve moisture 
in Alberta is only 61 per cent of 
normal and in Saskatchewan 73 
per cent of normal. Manitoba has’ 
approximately normal reserves. 
This means that better than aver- 
age rains must occur between 
seeding time and the end of July 
if an average or normal] yield to 
the acre in Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan is to be enjoyed. These 
better than average rains, however 
sometimes in the past have oc- 
curred in yesrs— of low reserve 
moisture. 


Proper Tillage. 
Essential 


The 1950 program of the Alberta 
Dept. of Agriculture’s tillage field 
days and competitions .has now 
been completed. Starting on May 
12. in the Medicine Pit area, these:
